that are skilfull in their profeffion : fo as it it a difficult 
thing *vnder fuch to fee any ruaiiant exploits, nor Enterpri¬ 
ses attempted with good inuention, nor well executed. Wee 
fay commonly in France, that the Combate is dangerous, 
when as courage fights agatnfl courage. So ts it credible, that 
when an %Army confifhng of wane-1ike men, is <-unmr the 

leading of a wife and reflate Commander, bautng tn front 
an Enemy equail vnto him in all degrees , there mufl neeaes 
15 bee valiant exploits performed\ with hardy Enterpnzfs wtjely 

managed. 

If there haue beene any wartes % attempted by fierce 
and warlike Citations , and gouerned by Wife and famous 
Captaines, beleeue me this prefent titflertographer hath vfed

No man muft wonder 
when as wefpeakeof Townes of Note,if happily wee feekefor things 
farther off, in that which wc fliall relate hereatter : Lor we doc it to 
the end that our beginnings and grounds may be fuoh,as they may plain¬ 
ly vnderftand the meanes and reafons,by the which euery Citty is come 

to the eftate wherein it now ftands, the which we haue done here of the 

Romans. 

It is now time that in leauing this Difcourfe we returns to oUr dc* C 
figne, in fhewing firft fummarily and briefely the things happened be* 
fore the times, whereof we meane principally to Write : Among the 
which the Warre betwixt the Romans and Carthaginians in Sicily is the 
firft,then followed the Funique : In the which the deeds firft of Amilcar, 
then of AfdrubaR , are ioyned with thole of the Carthaginians ; At 
what time the Ramans began firft to fayle into Slauonia, and other parts 
of Europe .

In re- B 
gard of continuing the War, they had neither Men nor Captaines to 
mannage it: wherefore they fent a Man to Amilcar , and gaue him fujl 
power and Authority to doe what he fliould thinkc fitting for the good 
erf the Common* weale. Amilcar performed the duty of a good and 
wife Captaine: For whiled there was any hope in the Carthaginians af,

Treafmc from the Tributes of Affricke 9 and moreouer to mannage 
their War by Mercenaries 5 being then not oucly fruftrated of all thcle 
things, but moreouer feeing they were all turned to their Ruine./ound A 
themfclucs (Uddainly in great difficulties, not knowing which way to 

turne them. And they found them the more defperate, for that they 
had hapned contrary to all opinion. 

It is true, they were in hope, after they had beene tyred with tho 
long Wars of Sicily 9 and had in the end made a peace with theJfy- 
mans % that they might reft for a time, and take breath; but it (ucceeded 
otherwifc. Belceue me, this War fuddainly kindled, was more dan- 
gerousthan the other; For that in the firft , they did pot fight with the 
Romans but for the Conqucft of Sicily jbut in this they were forced, to 
vndergoc the danger for themfelues, for their families and their » 
Country. Moreouer they were vnfurnifhed of Armes, ofaFlectc D 
at Sea , and of Equipage for (hipping, for that they had loft many 
in their battels at Sea. They had no more hope of Tributes, nor in 
the fuccours of their friends and Allies. Finally they faw then what 
difference there was betwixt a Forraine and TranfmariricWar, and the 
The crucll and mutiny of a ciuift fedition, of which mifebiefe vndoubtcdly they thera¬ 
py of* ti« ftlucs were the caufc: For in their firft War, they did Lord it ouer the 
ctrtbtginunsi people of Affricke , with too great Tyranny and conetoufncfle, for 

that they were of opinion they nad good caufc, fo as they leuied a full 
moiety of all their f ruites. They alio doubled the Tributes v *nd did 
not pardon thofe which bad offended through ignorance. They gaue ^ 
Offices not tofuch as were mitdc and gracious, but to thole which aug. 
masted the publiekeTreafure, although they had tyrannized tht pco. 

pie, like ynto Harms of whom we haue fpoken.

decide who fliould haue the Empire. The Gantes amazed at their Re* 
felution, and withal! there fallings mutiny amongft them, they made 
their Retreats little leffe than a flight, and fo continued thirtccnc yeares 
without making Warre. 

But when they faw the it omens power iftcfotfe daily, they begarne 
to treate of Peace, the which they ebtayned, and continued thirty 
yeares without Warre. The Tranfalfins renewed the Warre againft 
them. Wherefore fearing to be affailed on two fides, they intreated 
them, that for afmuch as they were of one Nation they would not be r 
theirenemies. Moreouer they fent them rich prefents, intreating 
them to turne the Waire againft the Romans , and that they would aftift 
them with all their mcanes; W hereunto being cafily perfwaded, they 
marcht all with one confent againft the Romans by Tu/cany (for a great 
number of the Tufcans held forthem ) and hauing made a great fpoile, 
they retired out of the Romane Prouinces to their owne Houfes without 
Ioffe. Where as there fell ©uta great debate vpon the deuifion of this 
great booty , fo as they net oneTy loft a great part of their booty, but 
alfo the beft part of their Empire ; the which doth vfually happen to 
the Gaules , by reafon of their gprmondize and drunkenneffe. Foure T

lowed Ardte. Hee hath fpoken many things throughout the whole 
Hiftory as Affedion hath tranfported him, which are not ncedfull to 
debate at this prefent, holding thofe things to be deliuered by vs, which 
hapned at fuch time as we Write, that is to fay, during the Cleomenique 
Warre: For that they would be more then fufficient to difeouer the 
errours and faults of this Author. 

Firft when he labours tofet foorth the cruelty of Anttgonm ) and of 
the Macedonians , and tnoreouer that of Arate and the Acheins, he fayd 4 
that as foone as he had Conquered the Mantmtns , they caufed them 
to fuffer great outrages and cruelties, and that the Citty which was 
one of the nobleft and moft auncient of Arcadia , fell into fo great rn i- 
fery and ruine, as it mooned all Greece to weepe and lament. And 


when as afterwards he feekes to make the cruelty feeme greater, and to 

moouethe Readers hearts, he relates a burning of Women,theit haire 

fcattered vpanddowne, their Paps naked, the teares and lamenrari- 

ons made by men and women, who dragg’d after them their little 

Children and their Parents broken with age. This hee doth often 

throughout his whole Hiftory, toleteuery man fee the agrauatingof R 

their miferies. Leauing then this bafeneffe and effeminacy of his hearr, 

let vs fecke the things which are moft proper and profitable for the 
Hiftory. 

A Hiftoriographer ought not to mooue the affe&ions of men a nor 
fecke occafions fit for it, neyther let him purfuc the miferies of men (the 
which belongs to the makers of Tragedies) but let him deliuer truly the 
fayingsand doings of men, although they be not great. Without 

doubt a Hiftory and a Tragedy, tendnottoone and the fame end, but 


rather arc quite contrary 


For they tnuft labour in a Tragedy to draw 


by conie&ure the hearts of the Auditors to Hope, Feare, Care, Plea- p 
fure, and fuch like affe&ions. But in a Hiftory hee muft imploy his ** 


the 


whole indeauour to relate truly the Payings and doings of men. Where¬ 
fore things that are likely and coniedhirall, are neceffary in the one, to 

abufe the Affiftants, and thofe which are true in this being Written 
for the profit of the Readers. 

You muft vnderftand likewife that this Hiftoriographer many 

times doth not yeild the caufe in his Hiftory, nor the realbn ofthin^s 
without the which they cannot eafily mooue any to piety, or indigna¬ 
tion in humane affaires. But what is he that will notfinde it ftranoe to 
fee a Cittizen whipt: yet if any one be fo by reafon of his offence,°wee 
finde it reafonable. And if any one ftrikes a free man to punifh and a- D 
mend him, fhall wee not hold him an honeft man and praife worthy ? 

_ Murther in a Cittizen is likewife forbidden, and feuerely punifht: But 
if any one kils a Thiefe or an Adulterer 5 is hee not held for innocent? 
And if any one kils a Tray tor to his Country, or a Tyrant, fhall he not 
be commended by all the World, held deare and honoured 1 Wee 
muft therefore looke to the end in all things, and to the intention ofthe 
man, not to that which is a&ed, but to the caufes and Difcourfes,

But tofeew that what wee fay, proceeds noffrdm oucr: wea¬ 
ning or want of reafon, it appeares thus. tyVho knowes not that When 
the Jcheins ioyned to the Thebtins , made Warre agahfft the JLseede- 
monians, and that they were toraife an Army of ten thoufand men, 
and another at Sea ofan hundred Triremes, and that they had calcu¬

Moreouer, hee placed his Horfe-men 
in the Plaine, with fomc of the Mercenaries, vpon the two Bankcs of 
the Riuer. 

Whenas Antigonue was come into thofe places, and finding the 

fcituationofthem,andthewonderfullinduflry of Cleomenes todifpofe 

of his Army, hee was not refolued to fight at that time. And there¬ 
fore hee camped neere vnto him, vpon the banke of the Riuer of Gor- 
/intigoms gii t . whereas flaying fomedayes, hee turned about the Countrey 

vpon^hc and the Enemies Campe and fought to draw them to battell by skir- 
Bankcs of Gor. mifhes. But when hee found nothing without defence, for that the o 
gut. Prouidence of Cleomenes had carefully rampired all places , hee gauc 

ouer his enterprize : But in the end they refolued by a common con¬ 
tent, to make an end of their Warre by a battel!. Behold how For¬ 
tune had drawne together two great Captaines, equallin virtue.

But they did the contrary, as if 
they had the Vi#ory certaine in their hands 5 for without moouing 
from the place which the Cleomenes had appointed them, they ftaied 
expe&ing the enemy, with hope of a greater dcfcate : For that they 
fhould be repulfed and beaten from the higheft place of the Mountain** 

But they foonefufferedthepennanceof their bafcnefTe. For after that 
the Macedonians had recouei ed theMountaine, without any refiftance, 
and were come into the Plaine, they fell vpon their enemies, fighting 
hand to hand with fo great fury, as they prefently draue thembacke 
into the hollow Caues and inacceffible places. ^ 

In the meane time the Combatc was cruell among the Horfe-men, 
where it was worth the fight, to behold with what heate, force, and 
courage the foughr, confidering they all fought for the li¬ 

berty of the Countrey. But among all others they made great efteeme 
phtymtne. phtlopomene • for when his Hotfe was ouer thrown with a Pertuijane 

he fainted not, fighting long on foote with great courage. Finally in 
the end hee died valliantlv, being (hot thorough the fhinne.bones with 
an Arrow. Ontheother fide the Kings had begunne the fight at 
W[o\\x\t Olympus w'vh the mercenaries and fuch as were lightly armed. 
They were about fiue rhoufand men, who fought fometimes man to B 
man, and fometimes they tried the Fortune of the whole Troupe. 
There the Vidory was long in fiifpence,finally they parted equally from 
the battel!. 

But when as Cleomets was aduertifed that Emlide had abandoned the 
Mountaine, and that the Allies had turned head, and that the Horfe- 
men were in great defpaire, and that all t; enabled for feare, hee refol- 
ued to goe out of his Fort, and to put his whole Army in Front vpon 
one fide of t he Campej and therefore hee cauled them to found a Re- 
treate. By this meanes when thofe that were lightly armed were 
drawne together, the two Armies charged with their Pikes andlaue- r*

things as they are,and how they agree. 

Finally, to reruuie to our Difcourfe, we muft not thinke thatthe firft 
caufe of the Warre, which the Romans had with the Carthaginians , was 
the indignation of hAmilcar , firnamed Barca , Father to Hannibal. 
And we muft vnderftand that he was not vanquilhed by the Romans ,&\x- 
ring the Warre of Sicily \ (for he prelerued the Aimy which was a- 
bout Erix with great ludgemenr) but whenhefaw the Carthaginians 
hadloftthcbattcllatSea, hee thought good to yecJd vnto the time, 
and made a peace with th t Romans, yet hee left ho? his indignation, A 
foashe cxpe&ed continually anopportunify tobereuengedof them. 
And \lihc Ca> thagintanshxd not found them lelues tronbled with the 
mntiny of their Souldiers, hee would prclentlv haue renewed the 
Warre with all his power: and therefore being hindred by an inteftine 
mifehiefe, he deferr’d it to another time. 

The Ramans confidcring the danger wherein the Carthaginians were 
by the mutiny of their Souldiers, threatned them with V Varre. To 
preuent the which, the Carthaginians made an accotd as we haue fpe- 
cified in the former Booke, without which no man can vnderftand 
that which wee haue now fayd, nor that which fol'owes. Finally ,they g 
qtit them Sardinia, as vnfurnifticd both of counfell and aide : For 
that the Romans would not othetwife defift from their Enterprize, and 
they payed them befidc the Summe already accorded, feuen hundred 
thouland Crownes: which wasthefecondandthcgreatcftcaufeof the 

Warre which afterwards began. 

When as all the people of Carthage were entred into the. like indig¬ 
nation with Hannibal , and that Amilcarfow the mutiny of the Soul-

diers foppreft, and the affaires of the Countrey pacified, he began to 
make Warre in Spaine, Pecking to make vfe of it, as a preparatiue to 
leade them againft the Romans, Behold that whit hwc muft imagine 
for the third canfe, that is to fay, the good fonine which the Car- C 
thaginians had : For that their hearts grew great, and therefore they 
vndertooke th’s Warre more boldly. There is proofefufficient,thac

fent to relate that which followeth t At what time that Hannibal was 
vanquished by the Romans , he retired to Antiochus leauing Affrtcke % 
the Romans aduertifed ofthe Etoliens attempt, fent an Em bailie to An¬ 
tiochus to know his will, and to difeouer by this mcanes his preparati¬ 
on for Warre. But hauing vnderftood that he held the party of- the n 
Etoliens , and that he was refolued to make Warre againft the Re- u 
mans , they frequented daily with Hannibal , fecking by their conti* 
nuall familiarity,to draw him into fufpition and diflike • wherein they 
were not deceiucd: For lAntiochus thinking he had bccne gain’d by 
the Rjmant , fufpeded him long. But it happenc d on a time when 
as the King called him to his Councell, whereas he had good liberty to 
fpeake.

Countricscon* gainft the Pdccectts 9 and prcfently conquered Ermandique : After- 

wards hee tooke Arbacale by force, not without great danger, hauing A 
w 4 * held it long befieged: For that it had beenc well defended by the great- 

nefle of the Citty, and the multitude, and courage of the Inhabitants. 
After this,-bee fuddainlyfell by chance into a maruellous danger, by 
The Tout aim, a charge which the TeletainS'hzuc him, at his returne from the Vac- 

etens with a ; great booty : For it is a people which exceeds all the reft 
of this Promnce in courage and multitudes of men, with the which 
alfo there ioyned the Fugitiues of Ermandique* Whereunto the 
banifhed men of the ohides had perfwaded them. Without doubt the 
Carthaginians had beene vanquifned and defeated, if they had offered 
Battell j but Hannibal spue order to the contrary , andftriking Sale to ® 
enemy , Implanted himfelfc vppoh the Bank^ of the Riucr of Ta^ttt : 
giuing charge vnto his Horfe men, that when they fhould fee the Ene¬ 
mies et ter into the Water, they fhoUld charge the Battalion of foote. 

He lodg'd forty Elephants along the Bankes. 

By this meanes all things fucceeded happily, for that he had the ri. 
uer and the Elephants as it were, for Combattants : For the Barbara 
ans thinking that the Carthaginians were retired for feare, they caft 
themfelues confuicdly into the Riuer with great cries. Wherefore a 
great number of them were defeated vpon the Bankes of the Riuer by 

Honibait vi&o. Elephants which flood there, and flew them at their landing. Some C 
ry vppon the were alfo fl tine in the Riuer by the Horfe men , for that the Horfemen 
Barb»iian S . being at eafe and without Armour, could better hclpe themfelues, and 

annoy the enemies, who duf ft not relye vpon the Ford. They which 
were in the Reare, and might eafily recouer the Banke, retired, vntill 
An \r y of « * n t ^ ie enc * c * r tbaginians caft themfelues into the riuer wifh all their 
hundred thou bands and companies, and put them to flight. The T a let aim army, 
fans men. with the olades aud Vacceem , confifted of a hundred thoufand men. 

After which defeate, there were not any found beyond the riuer of 
Ebro , that durft refift the Carthaginians , except the Sagon tins. It is 

true that Hanntbal would not fall vpon them, leaft bee fhould offer an D 
occafion of Warreto the Romanes , before hee had feized vppon that 
which his Father mil ear had aduifed him to do.

There are many which not onely forget the publieke Affaires by a 

dulnefle and negligence, but alfo many times thofe which concerne 
their priuate Liucs. Others fubie<ft to Wine, cannot reft vntiJI they be 
drunke, and fomegiuen too much to women, not only mine Townes 
and Common-vveales, but alfo their Liues with infamy. Moreouer, B 
Covvardize and feare in priuate men is full of Feproach and difgrace, 
but in a Commaunder, it is fometimes thecaufe of great lofife. Ouer- 
weening ralhncfle, Choller, and vaine bragging is prejudicial], and pro¬ 
fitable to the Enemy.

The Carthaginians fayd he, haue 
held vnder their obedience vnto this day, the people of Spaine by cru¬ 
elty , for that the Romans were a far off: But now the Enemies Campc 
hath paffedJB^ra, foas euery man hath thereby occafion of a new A 
enterprize. And therefore it is neceflary to bind thole by benefits and 
fauours, whom they could not retaine by feare : Moreouer, that the 
Romans were nccre vnto Sagontin Armes, and furnilhed with Armies 
both by Sea and Land, fo as the Towne was in danger : For this 
caufe he was of opinion that hee fliould fend backe all the Hoftages to 
their Townes : The which if hee did, hee fhould firftof allfruftrate

The Laeedemnism according to their manner of liuing, lent backe 
the EmbafTadoursoffchc league without any anfwere: they were fo foc- 
ti(h and ouer-wceniug. Wherefore I hold that to bee true , which is 
commonly fpoken,that oucr^weening doth many times make men 

mad , and drawes them ro mine. After all thefc things, when as the 

new Megiftrates were created, they which in the beginning made that 
(edition in thcCommon-wealth, and were the caufe of the Murthers 
m achate fenc before mentioned, fent to the Eteiiens. requiring them to fend an Em- 
EmtafiMour *rh c w hj c h when they had cauly obtained, and that tMtcha- 

/STto the La- te Embaflidour fot the Ltolitns , was come to Ltcedemn , they goe 

prcfently to the Gouemours of the Citty, telling them, that they 
rouft aflemblc the people to heare this Embattle ,,and to create accor¬ 
ding to the cuftome of the Countrey: and thafcthcy muft f no longer fu£ 
fer the Empire of the HerAcUdis to be loft, contrary to the Lawes of the 
Citty. And although the Gouemours were difcontcatcd cp (ee the 
prefenc eftate of their affaires, yet not able to refift their forces fearing 
alfo the young men, they made anfwere, that as for Kings, they would 
aduife of it afterwards, and prcfently they would aftemble the people 
to heare Machete. 

The aflembly being made, they caufcd iw^-/- to enter ,, who be¬ 
gan to perlwade them to imbrace the alliance of the Etolipns r.blaming 
the M a udonians much without rcafon, and (peaking manyfaftc things 
in praife of the Etoliens. Hauing ended his fpeech, there was a long 
debate among the people, and their opinions were diuers : for fome 
held it fit to follow the Etolipn party, and to embrace their alliance: 
others were ofa contrary opinion, infixing that they fhould preferue 
the Friendihip of the <JtlAced$nians. Finally, after that fome Sena¬ 
tors were riled, and had put them in minde of the benefits of, <~stnti- 
g»nm , and of the MactdomAns , and of the lofle they had in the time of 
Carixews and T imee , when as the Ettlien* entred the sparuim Coun- 
c&iKtm. tr£ y an( j put all to fire and fword , attempting to furpriae the Towne, 
rimtt ' reftoring the baniftjed men by force and policy, they caufed many to 

change their opinion: and in the end the people were perlwaded to cn- 
tertainc their Friend(hip with F A/A/and the MacedonUns. Matters thus 
decided, Mach Ate returnes into EtoliA , hauing ettedled nothing of that 
for which hee came. The Heads: of this Mutiny, whereof wee haue

trey. Then abating his fury, hc giue leaue vnto bis men to run where 
they pleafed for their ownc gaine.

(heirforces, to affaileforreine Princes, farie from their Realities, 
they were not troubled for the Empire of J Sgypt, Their chiefe care 
then was for thc.Warres of forreine Countries. In regard of this King 
of whom wee fpeake, there were many in a fliort time* who for his iir 
famous loues, and ordinary exedfe in drinking, had an eye vpon him 
and his Realme. Amongft the Which Cleomenes of Lacedemon was the 

firft. He made no alteration whileft that the other King liued, who 


vp mPttbmy, was furnamed Benefactor : as if he were perfwaded, that during his life 

he fhould want no meancs to reconquer his Realme. 

, But when asaftcr his death, the affaires required his prefence, An* A 
tigenut being alfodead : And that the K^icheim with the iMaeedont- 
ms made Warre againft the Lacedemonians , which they maintaine ac¬ 
cording vnto that which hee had aduiled them in the beginning, being 
allied to the Etoltent : Then hee was forced tothinke of his departure 
from Alexandria, Wherefore hee firft folicircd the King to fend 
them backc with an Army and fufticient munition. Add when as the 
King would not giue care vnto it, he intreated him at the leaft to fuf- 
fer him to depart with his family, for the time was now come, when as 
great opportunities were offred to recouer his Fathers Realme. The 
King neither confidering the prefenc, nor fore-feeing the future, for the 
caufes aboue fpecified, like an ouer-weening man, and without iudge- 
ment>ncuer made any efteeme of Cleomenes . B ut Soj ibivs (who chiefe- 
7 ly gouerned all the affaires of the Kingdome at that prefent) holding a 
Councell with his Friends, was not of aduice to futfer Cleomenes to goe 
with an Army at Sea, and munition, difdaining forreine affaires, and 
holding this charge loft, confidering the death of Antigonns : fearing

hold it fit to fend backe Cleomenes with an Army tor the afore-fayd rea¬ 
sons. But when they confidered that it would not be profitablefor their 
Common-wealth,toletgoc{bgreata perfonage,who afterwards might 
proue their open Enemy,there was no preuention but to rctaine him by 
force.The which notwichftanding the reft difiikcd,conceiuingthat there 
would be great danger to keepe the Lyon and.Shccpe in one fold.

The* two Armies being thus in battaile, the Kings beganne to en¬ 
courage their Troupes, being accompanied with their Captaines and « 
friends, commending the valour of the Souldiers both in generall and 
particular: And hauing great hope of their Battalions, they propoun- A 
ded great behefits which would redowne by the Victory. Ptolomy had 
with him his lifter \-Arjfooe , with Andromacbus and Sojibius , who en» 
couragcd the Souldiers : And Theedote and Nicarchus were with An* 

tiocbm , for that of either fide they were the Commaundersof the two 
great Battalions. They were both of one humour to make Speeches 
vnto their men, and yet neither of them had done any thing worthy 
of fame or praife to be propounded, for that they were newly come 
vnto their Principalities. Wherefore they laboured to encourage 
their Troupes, in reducing to their memory the glory and proweflb 
of their Anceftors: And propounding moreotier a hope of thcmfelues jj 
for the future, they intreatedand folicited the Captaines to fight, and 
to vndergoc the danger refolutelv and with courage. Thefe were 
the fpceches or fuch like, which they vfed in perfon, or by their In* 
terpreters. 

This done, the two Kings marebt one againft the other,a flow pace.

And within three daies they made a breach of foure fcore Fat homes in 
the wall. And when the fupporters made vnto the wall,wcre not able to 
bcare the burthen,they fell,and brought the wall downe with them.be- 
fore the Macedonians had fet them on fire. This being done.when as 

rbthe! ye tided COL, f ages cncreaied, and that they made (hew to enter,and begin an 

to Philip. affaulc, the Thtbins being amazed, yeelded themfelues and their Citty. 

When as Pbiltp had by this meanes afliircd the Countries of LMagnejia 
and Theft tly , he tooke the beft of the Etoliens goods, and thruft the an¬ 
cient Inhabitants out of the towne,re-peopling it with Macedonians, and 

changing its name o£ Thebes, he called it P hiUopolis. Whileft that Philip 
flayed in this City, there came Erabafladours from Chios, Rhodes, Con • B 

Jlantintpte, and from King Ptolomy. Whom when he had anfwercd,as he 
had formerly done, (that he had bccncalwaies willing to hearken toa 
peace) he fent them away, giuing them chatge to vndcrftand the will of 
the Etoltens. For his part he made no reckoning of peace,being refolued 
to continue his attempts. Wherefore being aduertifed,that the Veffels 
of Scerdflaide fpoild all the Coaft of Malta , and that hee intreated the 
Merchants as Enemies,and that moreouer he had taken(breaking tht ac¬ 
cord) fo me fhips at Lett cade ; he armes twelue Veffels couered, and eight 

open, and failes by the Euriptu , hauing likewife thirty Merchants Vef- 
fcls, hoping to take the Sclauonians: neither did he neglelt the Stolien q 
W ar,for that he was not yet aduertifed of the a&ions which had pafl in 
Italy. For at filch time as Philtp held T hebes beffeged, the Romans had 
beene vanquifhed by Hannibal in Tufttny : But the newes were not yet

When Philip had taken the Sclauonian Veffels, and for this caufc had 
failed into Cenchrea , he caufed the fhips that were couered to run along 
the Coafts of Malta towards Egia and Patres , and ftay es the reft ofthe 
Veffels in the Port of Lecht • Then h« makes hafte to goe to the Nemeen 
Game,and arriued at Argos, Being at the fight,he had letters from Ma- 
cedony to aduertife him that the Romans had bill vanquifhed by Hannibal p 
with a wonderfull defeatc, and that they were matters of their Campe. 
He prefently fhews it only to Demetrius, charging him to keepe it fecree.

f ree other Phylofophers. But for that they are difputed by them in 

many and diuers manners, it happens that fewmenvndcrftand them. 
Wherefore wee will indeauour to comprehend them, and fee them 
downe by cettajoe Articles, fo as (according tq our option) they m y

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be of confequence for the profile of thecHiftory, and all mens vnder- 
ftanding. And if there be found for the prcfenc fbme defeft in regard 
of the gencrall and Vniuerfaji declaration, thereafons which fhalbe 
hereafter deliuered in perticular, will repaire it. What Principles 
then fhall I affigne for gouernment < From whence fhall I fay they take

nums. nefle of the Land, or by ocher fuch like caufes (as we haue vndcrftood 

hathbeenc, and in reafon may often be hereafter) all Inftiturions and 
Artcs were then loft: And when againe the multitude of men hath by \ 
fucceffionof time taken increafc, as it were from fbme remain¬ 
der of (cede j and that in regard of the weaHneHe of thejr Natures they 
gathered together, eucn as of Cuftome (as it is rcafonablej other crea¬ 
tures doe according to their kinds, it is then neceffary that he obtaine 
the Principality and Empire which is of greateft force of body, and 
of moil vnderftanding. The which wee fee happen in other kindcs of 
bruitc Bcafts,(which we muft hold for a moil certainc worke of nature) 
among the which wee fee the ftrongeft and ofmoft fpiric march before, 
as Buis, Stags, Cockes,and fuch like. 

It is therefore likely that q principallity is of that kind, and that the 
courfeof mens Hues is fogouerned , afTembling together after the man. ® 

ner of Beafts, and following thole which are the moft ftrong and po- 
PiincipMiitjr or V vcrfull, to whom force is chccnd of their Principallity, which wee 

onarc y ' may with reafon call Monarchy. But when as with Time there grows 

a Royalty ♦ from thefc Afiemblies a Company and Cuftome, then a Royalty takes 

her Birth: And then Men beginne to chlnke of Honcfty and Iuftice,and 
of their contraries: Such is the manner of,the beginning and fouotaine 
of the fayd Gouernments. As all men haue a denre of a rautuall and 
naturall Coniundfion, and that from thence proccedes the generation 
of Children , it is manifeft that when any one of thole which hath 
beenebredandbroughtvp, doth not acknowledge nor yeild the like r 
to thofe which haue bred them, but contrariwife prefume to do cheat v 
outrage in word or deede, then they which are prefeat are offended: 
as knowing their care, trouble, and paines which baue ingendred them, 
and with what diligence they haue bred vp their Children. For as 
Mankinde is more excellent then all other Creatures, to whom is giuen 
vnderftanding and Reafon, it is not fit to paffe oucr the faid dtforder.

And withall the Commons bailing found a bead to 
make refiftance , ioyne with him for the aforedaid caufes againft their 
Prince.-and then theformcrofa Royalty and a Monarchy is wholly 

ruined, fo as by confequence an Ariftocracia muft takeits beginning and 
Anftociacia. fourfe. Then the people as it were by a thankefull acknowledgment, 

ordainc thefe fuppreflbrs of Tyrants to be their Heads and Comman¬ 
ders, and they fubmit thcmfelues vnto them. When as they haue with 
good zeale iinbraced the charge of this gouernment, they haue nothing 
in fo great recommendation, as that which concernes the publicise 
good : prouiding with great care and diligence for any thing that may A 

touch the peoples profit, as well priuace as publique. But when the 
Children cnioy the fame power from their Fathers, and haue not ex- 
perience of aducr fities, nor of the equality and politique liberty, being 
withall bred vp from their youth in the authority and prerogatiue of 
their Fathers, they change an Ariftocracy into Olygarchia, fomeaban- 
oitf'Uibii. doning thcmfelues to a vitious and iufatiable defitc of couetoufneffe and 

getting: Others to drunkennefle, and by confequence to excefle in Ban¬ 
quets : fometo Adulteries,and forcing of Boyes.- Finally, hauingdone 
vnto the people that which wee haue formerly fpoken of, icisrea- 
fon they fhouldconcciue the like ruine in the end that did befall the ® 
Tyrants. 

Belecueme,ifaiiy Ofteobferues the enuy and hatred which the Ci¬ 
tizens bearc them,or dare fay or doc any thing againft thcchiefe Com¬ 
manders, hcfhall prcfcntly haue all the people ready to giuc him aide 
and affiftance in his Enterprize. And when they haue murthered thofe, 
they dare not choofc a new King, fearing the iniufticeof the former, 
Neither dare they truft their Common.weale in the gouerftment of ma¬ 
ny , the memory being yet fo frcfii of the bafenefte of the precedent: 
fo as their onely hope refting in themfclues, they retire, changing the 
OlygarchicallgonernmendncoaDemocracia, and taking vpon them- C 
cmccracia, f c j ucs t h c care anc j charge of the Common-wcalei It is true chat In 

the mcane time fome of thofe haue cfcaped, which had tafted of the 
preheminence and power : who taking delight and plcafure in tho 
prefent eftateof the Coramon*weale, make great efteeme of equality 
and liberty. 

But when as young raeft fulceed, add that the Democracia is deli- 
ueted to pofterity, (they ftriue in making little accompt of equality and 
liberty) to be greater then the reft : whereinto they chiefly fall which 
haue great wealth. When as they afte& command, and cannot actaine 
vnto it of themfclues, they begin to difpofe of their riches, and to I> 
corrupt the Commons with that baite. A great number being corrupt 
ted by their bounty, by reafon of a filly Couetoufneffe of prefents, then 
a Democracia is ruined and changed into violence, and a feditious e- 
ftate of policy. For the Commons hauing bcene accuftomcd to Hue 
by the goods of their Neighbours, make a mutiny, taking a refolute 
and audacious man to be their Head, who for his pouerty cannot in 
reafon afpirc to the honours of the Common-weale , and then they 

aflcmble together, and faU to murthersand ruincs, and to fpoileand

Lycurgw hauing fore-feerie thefe things, hath ordained a Common, 
wealth, which was neither Ample, nor vndcr the abfolute power of 
one man: vniting all the Vertues and properties of the moft commend¬ 
able Gouernments, to the end that nothing in it fhould rake a greater 
Increafe then was ncedfull s nor degenerate into the neereft vice : And 
that their forces by a mutuall reftraint fhould not bend or decline to 
any part, nor any thing therein ruined : Finally, that the Com¬ 
mon-wealc fhould remaineof an equall weight for euer, according to 
reafon and cquallity, and that by this meancs Loyalty fhould be reftrai- 
ned from Arrogancy, by thefeareof the people, for that a iuftpor-

The Common weale being thus eftablifhed, he hath preferued 
the liberty of the LaecdtmontaMs longer then hath come to our know¬ 
ledge.'When he bad fore-fceoethc Fountains and fourfeofall pf them * 
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and what did vfually happen, he eftablifhed the fayd Common •wealth 
without danger. 

Tb Roma ln regard of tlie Rmans • thc y haue done the like in the Inftitution 
c w ' of their Common wealth, not by one reafon, but as cboofing that 

which feemed beft vnto them, being made wife by the euent of things, 
by many Combats and alterations: And by this meanes they haue at¬ 
tained vnto the fame ende which Lycurgw piefcribcd: fetling a better 
forme of a Common-wealth then wee haue in Greece, Finally, hee 
that will iudge of Writers with reafon, doethnoc iudge of matters as 
they arc omitted, but according tothofe which are mentioned. And a 
if he finds any thing falfc, he mud conceiue that omifTton hathbeene by 
ignorance: but if all which they haue fpoken be true, let him then grant 
that what they haueomitted, hathbeene done for fbme caufe, and 
not through ignorance. 

Thefc three parrs, (whereof wee haue formerly fpoken,) rul'd in 

that Common-wealth. They <rere all eftablifhed and ordered foe- 

qually, and proportionably by them, as no man, no not the inhabitants 

tbemfelues, could euer fay whether this Common-weale were Arifto- 

craticall, Dcmocraticall, or Monarchical!. The which hath not hap- 

ned without reafon : For if wee obferue the power of the Confuls, it 

appeareth plainly to bee Monarchical! and Royall : and if that of the B 

Senators, it feemes to bee Ariftocraticall : But if wee duly confidcr 

the popular power which confifts in many, it is apparently Demo- 

craticall. In like manner, no man can fay by what part the forme 

of the Common-Wealth was then guided and gouerned, except in 
fome things. 

The office of The Confuls being prefetit at Rome, haue the Gouernement of all 

tbeOonjuis. the publique Affaires, before they draw the Army to ficlde. To 

whom all the other Princes obey and are fubioft, (except the Tribunes 
of the people,) appointing Lieutenants in the Senate, from whom they 
dcraaund aduice in prefling Affaires: tnoreoucr they haue the Charge r 
and power to make Edicts. Finally, they haue the care of all that Vi# 

which conccrnesthe publique Affaires, which the Commons are to 
decide. It is their duty to call the people together, and to pronounce 
their Edi&s, and to iudge of the plurality of Voices. Finally, they 
haue the power and Authority to prepare for.Warrc, and generally 
of all the Gouernement which is vnder the Heauens, to conclude 
they haue in a manner a moft (lately and Royall authority. It is law- 
fullforthemtodifpofeof their Allies in what they fhall thinke fitting 
for matters of Wane. To appoint and ordaioc Captaines of Thou- 
fands, to leuy an Army, and to choofe the moft able and fufficicnt. r\ 
It is alfo in their power to punifh all their Subiedfs wherefbeuer they re- 
maine: and to difpofc of the publique Trcafure as they fhall think good, 
being to that end followed by the Queftor: who prefently obeyes their 
Commaundment: So as he which fhall confidcr this part of the Com¬ 
mon-weale , hee will fay with reafon that it is Monarchicall and moft 
Royall. 

Finally, if it happen that any of things which wee haue fpoken, or

We haue dcliucred how the diuers formes of Conftnon* wca!es,are ^ 
diuided among them : Wccmuftnow /hew how they may aflift and 
giu« comfort one vnto another. When the Confull hath reteiued his 

power, and drawne an Army to Field, hce fi ernes a King, yet hag 

hath needc of the people and Senate, to bring his rcfolutions to an end, 
Without the which hee cannot poffibly finifh his Affaires. Itisccr- 
tayne that hce hath nceue to furnifli and prouide Vi<5hialls, pay, and 
munition for the Armies. But it is not partible to furnifh him with 


But it is not partible to turnilh him with 
Conic, Apparrell,nor pay, without the will of the Senate: So as the at¬ 
tempts <:f the Conlulls are of neceflity made fruitletfe, if the Senate 
doth willingly faile him or hinder Him.

fathotne and 2. &Qt from the Tents: for that this voidc fpace profiietn 
them much.For ^ is.comodious for the denting of the Carnpe, fo as fi¬ 
nery man goes fo* t L into that place by the ftreet which is ncareft to hiqn 
without crofting ?nt‘ another. There they alfo keepe their Cattell fafqly 
in the night,& thtk ooty which they haue taken from the Enemy. And 
it is pf great benefit,for if the Enemy aflailes them by nighty neither Fire 
hor Darts can touch them,or very little,and without any offence,confi- & 
dering the great diftance and the Tents about theinjt is then eafie for a 
man to iudge how fpacious this Campe is,whether they giuc it a rpulti- 
tude of Foot and Hoife,or they make the Legion of foure ot flue thou- 
fand mcn,with the length,depth,and great number of quarters: adding 
thereunto the fpaccs of waies with all other things. If at any time tbfi 
uumber of the Allies be great, whether that they followed the Campe 
from the beginnings came afterwards vpen fome occafion,they fill vp 
the places which are about the Prcrorium,with fuch as are new come,& 
they draw the market-place and the Queftory into one,for the ncccfTny 
ofthe time. Alfo if the number of thofe which are come to Field with ^ 


the Army be great, they adde on either fide of the Rowan Legions a 


faeete cowards the crofting Flanks. And if all the foore Legions & both 
the Confuls be ioyned in one Campe, we muft conceiue that they are 
two Armies,equally camped and ioyned backe to back, the lodgings of 
their excraordmaries touching one another,the figure being fotnc w hat 
long,and twice as fpacious,witb a circumference halfe as big againc.The 
Confuls being in one Campe,they doe alwaies thus:But if they be fepa- 
rated,they obferue the firft order/ In regard of the Market- place, the 
Pretorium and Queftory , they pkee them in the midft of the two Ar* 
mies. But when they are encampt,the Tribunes afTtmble, raking a parti' ^ 
cular Oath of all mcn,be they free or bond, who fvvearc not to ftcaleany 
thing in the Campe, andiftheyfindeany thing to bring it to them. 
Then they dilpofe of the Enfigdes, and depute out of the two Legions 
two ofthe Principals and ofthe forked Iauclings, for the guard of the 
place which is before them. For thither the greateft part of the Romans 
repaire daily : and therefore they haue the charge it fhould bee kept 
clcane.

Comman-weale,which arc force againft the Enemy, and niutuall con¬ 
cord and agreement among themfelues: that in chafing auarice, hec 
hadwithall taken away all ciuill difeord and mutifiiejand ilfctby this 
mcancs th ^Lacedemonians being freed from thefc mifchicfes,haue better . 
then any other Grecians gouerned their Common-wealc, and with grea¬ 
ter vnion. And although the Candyotts bee of this aduice parralelling 
themfelues, Yet they thinke it conccrnesthcm nothing, liuing in many 
publique mutinies,murthers and ciuill warre by their naturall auarice 
prefuming to fay that thefc two Gouernments are alike. Efhoru-s fpea! 
king of thefc two Comtnon-weales,vfeth the like fpeech, excepttheir 
names: If any one doth not obferue the propper names, who can difi 
cerne whereof hec fpcakes. Thefc are the caufes for the which in my 

opinion they differ. 

Wee will now fhew the reafons for the which tii« Candyotts Com¬ 
mon-wealth,doth not feemc commendable nor worthy to be immita- 
ted. I conceiue that ofeuery Common-wealth their are two Principles 
for the which their eftate and power is defired or detefied: Which are 
their manner of liuing and their Lawes. That is to bee defired and the 
beft, by the which the life of men in priuate is made religious and ho- g 
neft,and the common courfe of liuing in the City gracious and iuft. Fir 
nally that is to be detefied and auoyded, where they doe the contrary. 
Andas we iudge confidently that the men of a Common-wealth apply 
themfelues to virtue, when we fee their courfe of life, and the lawes to 
fauout of honefiy in fome of them : So we may with reafon fay, that a 
Common-wcale is altogether depraued,afwell by the lawes, as by their 

courfe of liuing, wheq we fte any giuen tocouetoufneflc.and the publike 
Arts vniuft. 


Moreouer you fhall not fiftde afiy liues in priuate more cunning and 
crafty, nor enterprizes more vniuft then among the Candiotts , except 
fome few. Whereof we approuc it by this comparifon, the reafon why q 
we hold their Common-wealth not to belike the Lacedemonians^ox to ^ 
be chofen,or worthy to be followed. I fay moreouer that Piatoes Com¬ 
mon-wcale is not to be preferr’d. Although that fome of our Philofo- 

As we doe not receiue among handicrafts- 
to b< reiedted, men, nor wrcftlers,thofe which haue not cxcercifed their bodies, nor 

beene accuftomed to wreftling, So we may not rcceiue this: So as com¬ 
pared with the forme^wc may not bring it in compeditionjbefore wee 
fee fomceffefts.I will for tire prefentonely propound this.*If wee muft 
efteeme and parralell it to the Common-weales of Lacedcmcn , Heme, 
and Carthage , it were eucn as if a man fhould propound an Image, to be D 
compared with men that are liuing and animated. For although he de- '} 
ferues commendation of his Art, yet the comparifon of things which 
be dead, with the liuing, feem^eto the eye poore and cbfcure. Leauing 
them therefore, let vs returne to the Lacedemonian Common-wealc.

any honourable a&ion : and their honour which haue ferued their 
Counrrey well, is made knownc to many,*and multiplyed to pofterity. 
Morcouer, young men are encouraged to that refolution, that they arc 
ready to endure any thing that preientsitfelfe for the publique good,to 
the end they might purchafcthe renowne which accompanies good 
men. Many Ramans for this caufe hauc fought man to man, to get an 
eftimation among the people: Others hauc chofcn an apparent death: 
fomc t 9 fauc others in Batcaile: Others to the end they might procure 
si fafety in peace to the Common* wealth. Some alfo hailing the com* a 
mandofan Army, hr uc contrary to all cuftome and law, flaine their 

ownc Children, hauing more regard to the good of the Countrey, then 
to the naturall alliance of thole which were neereftvnto them. They 
write diuers other things of many Romans : butitihallfuffice at this 
time to produce one for an example end proofe. 

They report of Moratim Cosies when he fought againft two,right 
agamft the Bridge off iber before the Citty, and feeing a multitude of 
Enemies come to fuccour them,fcariog left they ihould force the Citty, 
he retired to thofe that were athisbacke, crying out vnto them that 
they ihould breake the Bridge, and in the metnc time maintained the 

fight with great courage and refolution, receiuing many wounds, and B 

flayed the fury of the Enemies: fo at they wondred not fo much at his 
forces, as at his refolution and courage. When by the bteaking of the 
Bridge the Enemies enterprise Was dilappointed, Codes carting him- 
felfe armed into the Riuer, died according to his refolution, efteeming 

more ihepreferuationof his Countrey, and his future glory, then his 

prefentlife, or that which hee had remaining to liue. It is likely that 

f by fuch courfes young men were inflamed with a defire to hoqeft 
actions.

whom nothing is infamous that briags profit : where there is nothing ^ 

more vile and bafe among the Ramans , then to be corrupted with gifts, 
and to wreft from another man contrary to duty. The more honou* 
rablc they erteemea benefit gotten from a great and powcrfull min,the 
more they blame and condemn# as infamous abundance purchafcd by 
vnlawfull raeanes. For proofe whereof, among the Carthaginians 

they attaine Vnto the gouernment Which bane openly giuen prefents: 

whereas among the Romans that corruption is punifliedwitb death if 
it bediicouercd. Wherefore as the rewards of vertue arc contrary a- 
mongthem. If is apparent that the inftitution oftbefe Common- t% 
wealths is vnequall in thefe things. Finally, it feemes that concerning 
theopinion ofthe Gods, the Roman Common-wealth followesnot the 
beft. And I imagine that all the world holds it a dishonour that this is 
found among their anions. I fpeaka of their fuperftition. It is in truth 
preacht among them for io excellent, and fo anchored in men, as well 
in priuate as publique, as they cannot adde anything, the which in 
truth will feeme admirable. I am of opinion they haue done it for

Cannes agamft.ihe Romans , fie tQCtke eight thoufand men Prifoners, 
which had bin appointed fqr the guarded*. thcForc or Qutf pc; lutfring 
them all to fend to their houfes for their Ranlome andfafety* Jfc fent 
tciw«iof thempft apparent to, Rome, vpon.tbeir Fjmhto.returne againe. 
Whcnas one of them beingoUt of the Fort,was returned, faying thatjie 
had forgotten fomething,-and hauing taken that which he had left;, lie 


went on his way 1 , thinking by this returne to hauc kept,his Faith, and to 
hauemadc his Oath voidc and vnprofitable, When they were,'come to 
■Rome > they, mtreate the Senate not to hinder the delivery of the Prifo- 
ners, and that they would fuffer them to pay thirceene Liucrs for a 
man, and that they might returne fafely to their Families. Thcyfayd 
tlm.Hannibal had fo agreed, and that motcouerthey were worthy to 
bc.prefcrued, for that they had not playdthe Cowards in the Battaile,, 
nof done any a& vnworthy p,f rjhe Reman name: But being Jeft to guard 
the.Campe, all the reft being flaine in Battaile, they had beene fuddain- 
lyenuitoned and brought vodet the Enemies fubiedion. But when the 
■Romans (hauing made great loflcs during the Warres, and being in a 
manner abandoned by all their Allies, fo,3s .they feemed to be in great 
danger for their Countrey ) had heard this fpeech, they were not care- 
Jeffeoftheir honour,toyeeldvoto theirmifetyj neither did they dif- 
daine any thing that was needful! to be done. But confidering Hannibals 
intention, who thought by this .pradice to draw away their Treafure.^ 
and withal to dif inhearten &.difcouragchis enemies in battaile, (hew¬ 
ing couertly that the vanquilhed had yet force hope remaining,and were 
fofarre from ycelding to that which was required,as they were neither 
mowed to piety the Prifoners, nor made any accompt oftbe future fault 
of men : making it knowne (in refuting to redeeme their men) that the 
conceit and hope which Hannibal had in them was vaine. Finally, they 
haue enioyned their Souldiers by a law,to vaoquifh in fighting or.to die, 
for that being vanquifhed there remained no hope of fafety. After 
which things decreed, they fent backe the Rise Embafladours,who wil¬ 
lingly returned according to their pronoifs, dcliuering him who had 
thought cunningly to breake bis, Faith to the Enemy, bound hand and 
foote: fo as Hannibal was not fo glad of the Battaile wottne againft the 
! Romans , asforrowfull, wondriog at the conftancy and njagoamicy of 
thefe men in their refolutioas.

to his prejudice and difjeracc, fayd ( although hce were grieued with 
his misfortune) in feeffingatthedeedsof OArchimidcs , thathcvfed 
his fliips as they doe pots, to draw water out of the Sea, and that be* - 
ing battred and beaten, they were as difloyall fallen infamoufly. This ^ 
was the eudofthe Siege at Sea. In regard of thofe which were with 

^Appius , they ceafcd from their attempts, hauing endured the like 
affronts and Ioffes. For although they were a good diftance from 

the Wall , yet they were hurt and flaine with thcii cafting of Stones 
and Dirts. 

In truth the Art, the number and the effc& of all manner of Engines, 
whcreofKing/Z/fwihad made good prouifion, was admirable , the 
which ^Afchirmdcs nad forg’d and made, being the Architect and En- 
ginecrc. And when as they approacht the City, fome of them (as we 
haueftyd; were flame with their Arrowcs, and continually repulf’d B 
from then app'oaches: Others couercd with Targets, and therefore 
availing with greater force, were ouerthrowne, and flaiqc with Stones 
and the bodies of Trees: A good number likewifewcrc flaifieby the 
hands defeending from the Engines as we haue foyd •* For they call: 
downe men being laifed vp on high with their Armes. Wherefore they 
o tAppius Army retiring to their Campe,and holding a Counccll with 

the Captaines, were all of one opinion, and refblucd to try all manner of 
hope, to xzVzSaragoJJc by ficge:the which in theend theydid.For when 
they had befieged this City for the fpace of eight Moneths, they ceafed 
not daily to make braueand valiant enterprizes of Wafre : But they ne- ^ 
uer durft qttempt to take it by force, ^ 

By this meanes a man with good fortune feemed to bring to ah eftd 
great and admirablechings, when as they are fitly loyntd together in 
great affaires. Finally, the R»mans hauing fuch great Armies both by 
Sea and Land, attended to take the Townc fpeedily, if they could get 
an old man out of Saragtffe, not daring to approach it, whilft that Ar . 
chtmides were prelent and could defend it. Wherefore concerning that 
Saragojfe might be taken for want of visuals and munition, confide- 
ring the great multitude which was in the City, they relyed vpon this 
hope : and hindred by an Army at Sea that nothing might approach, ^ 
and by that at Land, that nofuccours might come. Moreouer, the U 
Commanders beiDg loath to fpendthe time in vainc, during the fiegc 
of { Sar*go(J'f, but withall to vndertake fome good thing befide the 
fiege, they diuided their Army in fuch fort, as two parts fhould rc- 
maine with Appitu for the fiege of the City : And that Marcut withl

Acbm bound vpon the ground, his Speech failed him for To ftrange 
an accident i io as he continued long without fpeaking : And in the end 
touche with Commiseration and pitty, thereares came into his eyes: ^ 
the which in my opinion hapned by a Consideration, that thofe things 
which Fortune brings, are incuitabl* and vneertaine. 

The Race of Achcus was fonne to AnirotMckut) brother vnto Luo dice a the Wife 
ac'w, of Sdeucus , and he had married Lao dice a daughter to King Methrid<tte y 

and withallhee was Lord of all the Region on this fide Mount Tauris. 
As hee was then held to liuein a place of hisowne wonderfull ftrong 
for the Enemy, fo he was now fet vpon the ground bound aftd manna- 
cled in theirhands: Neither was there any man that knew of the fa<ft, 
but thofe which had the Execution. But when the day was come, and 
that the friends (according to the cuftome) were come vnto the Tent B 
and law this accident, it hapned vnto them as it had done fOrroerlv vn 
to the King.

. neffe, they entred the Market place boldly , on that fide which ioines 
to the Sea* In regard of theHorfe-men, they leaue nolefle then two 
Thoufand within the Walls for their fiipply, as well for the accidents 
which might happen without, as for other expected things which do 

vfually chance. 

When they were come vnto the places necrevnto the Market, the 

Army made a ftand. Fkiliment likewife being much troubled, how he A 
might execute his Charge, ftaied without/ For when they made the ™ 
fice, they ranne not to that Gate: and they had fent him with a Wilde 
Boare, and about a Thoufand Lyb/ans with him to the next Gate,mra- 
ning to execute their Enterprise, not by one meattes only but by ma¬ 
ny. When as Philimene was according to his Cuftome come vnto the 
Walls,the Guards fuddainly were ready defceoding to Rbinopile. When 
as he called vnto them to open the Gate, for that hauing a Boare, hee 
was (bareladen, the Guard hearing thafe words open fpeedily, ex» 

pe&ing tohaueafli3re of pbilimenes prize, as formerly hee had done 
to others.

After 
which they fliould receiue the Youth of the Citty, and haue a care to 
preferue the Cittizens, and that they fliould crye out to the Tarmins, 
to flay in the place which was affigned them for their fafety. Finally, 
hee Commaunds the Gaptaines of the Garth agin tans and Celts , that 
they fhould kill all the Romans they fhould encounter. Diuiding them 
felucs one from another, they difpatch that which they had in charge.

The Enemies entry being knownc to the Tar mins , the Citty was full 
of cries and vnexpe&ed Trouble. 

When as Cains was aduerrifed of the Enemies entry,thinking that he

refolution, Hannibal fighting with them a little, prouoked them to 
JtblSc nf the Combate. But when as many of them paft beyond the Hill, he. 
mdiuxniw giuing courage to his men encounters the Enemy* When the Com* 

t bay mart 3, g rcw hot , as much as might be in a ftreight place inuironed with 

Wals, the Romans in the end beeing roughly repuls’d gaue backe, fo 
as many of them fell into the Nnmidtans hands; Finally thegreateft pare 
being repuls’d,and falling into the ditches*dyed. 

After this, Hanmbal fortified the Citty with Pallifadoes without 
danger, and hauingdone all things to hisliking hee was at quiet. He - 
likewife forced the Enemies to rcmainelhut vp in theit Fort, in feare n 
not onely of themfelues, butalfoof the Fort. In regard of the Citi¬ 
zens , hec hath fo puft vp their Courage, as they helde themfdues a- 
bfe to refill the Romans , without the helpe of the Carthaginians* Af-' 
terwards Hanmbal leauingfome little fpace, from the pallifadoe to¬ 
wards the Citty, hee made aDitch anfwering the Pallifadoe and the 
wall of the Fort, from whence fome time there were Souldiers drawn 
vnto the wall of the Citty. Moreoucr hauing Pallifadoed this Ditch, 
this fortification praoued not Idle ftrong then a Wall. Befides the 

which within towards the Citty (leauing a reafonabL fpace ) heebe- 

ganne a V Vail from that part which they call the Sauior, vnto that B 
which they call Deepe : So as without any Garrifon, thefe Fortifi¬ 
cations would bee fufficient to caufe the Tarentins to dwell in fafety. 
Leauing then a fufficient Garrifon of Horfe for tfie Guard of the Citty 
TheRJuerof and wall, hee planted his Campc forty furlongs from the Citty, 

Eretd' neere the Riuer which fome call Gallea^ others Eiota^ which name it 

hath taken from that other Riuer, palling neere vnto Lacedemon, which 
they likewife call Erota. 

The Tarentins in trueth haue many fuch, as well in the Country as 
in the Citty, for that vndoubtedly they haue taken their Collony and 
Race from the JLacedemonians. The wall beeing finifhed and ended, 
afwell by the diligence and induftry of the T anntins , as the helpe and u 
afliftancc of the Carthaginians , Hannibal refolues to ouer-throw the 
Fort. And when hee had prepared and made all things ready for the 
fiege, the Romans hauing receiued into the Fort fuccours by Sea, 
from UMctafoncia , they were fomething refrefht and comforted, and 
in the night affailed Hannibals Engines, ruining them all with their 
preparations. This made Hanmbal to defpaire of the fiege of 
the Fort. 

And when the Citty wals were made perfe<5l, he alTemblcs the Ta - 

rentins , and lets them vnderftand , that it was very neceflary for them ~ 
ti/tmbafsRc- co be mailers of the Sea, againll the difcom modifies of the prefent u 

time. But as the mouth of the Port was in the Commaundof the 
Fort, it was not in their power to helpe themfelues with fhippes ae 
their plcafurc, or goe out of the Port: Where as the Romans had 
all neceflaries brought vnto them lafely. So as the Citty Ihuufld 
neuer enioy a perfectfieedomc and liberty. Hanmbal confidering this, 
he let the Taremins vnderftand,that if they which held the Fort,loll the 

hope of the comodity of th^ Seajthey would prefently yeild it to them.

But as many of thefe thbgs are related in diuers manners, of Genoa 
logics Fables, and Collonies, and moreouer of Races, Alliances, and 
Poflelfions, it will beneceflary for him that would Write, to fpeake 
confequently of ftrangc things as proper, which were an infamous 
thing: Or if he will not, hee muft labour in vainc, in promifing pub- 
liquely to purfue and Comment of thofe things, which haue bin fuffi- 
ciemly declared,and ddiuered to pofterity by the ancient. 

For this c a life, and for many others wc haue left them , recciuine 
a relation of A&ions : For that fitft, that as many new things offer 
A themfelues often , fo it is very neceffary to vfe a new kinde of Dif- 

courfc: The which happens not in the beginning of the Relation, foas 

we dcliuer the fubfequenc Atfions. And iecond !y, for that this kinde 
hath becne before, and is moft profitable, by the which the experi- 
c nee of things and Policies, haue fo much preuailed with vs, as they 
which hauca defire to know the Anions, may helpe themfelues by an 
eahe way, in all that which happens by the courfc of time. Where¬ 
fore hauing no fuch regard to the pleafure and delight of thofe which 
fliall readc and pernfe our Commentaries, as to the profit of the Hea¬ 
rers , wc haue (leaning the other parts) fixed vpon this. Finally, they

, Whenas had Indoled the Campe of clmdim, 

bang at the fiege of ctfn *, at the firft hce vftd skirmifhts, fceking to ^ rnmibai, 
draw the Enemy to Battaile. But when as no man prefented him- 
fclfc, m theendhebefiegedthem, which was an Enterprise wherein 
hee was fruftrared afwcll as of the firft, although the Horfe-men of 
the Wings affailcd them in Troupes, cafting Darts into their Campe 
with great cries : And the foote- men charge them by Bands labou! 
ring to breake the Pallifado. Yet they could not diuert the Romans 
from their former rcfolutiort, repulfing thofe which aflailed the Palli- 
^ fadoe with great ftrength and Courage : And being well armed they 
went notout of the Campe with their Enfignes. Hannibal bearing 
thefe things impatiently, and the rather for that the Romans could 
not any way bee annoyed from the Towne, ftudied what order 

he might take for the prefent Affaires. Formypart, Ithinke that the 

cafe falling out thus’, feemes to haue made not onely the Carthd?i»i„ 

am to doubt, but all other men to whom the knowledge thereof 
hath come. s 

Who will not wonder, hearing how the Romans haue often becne 
D vanquished by the Carthaginians , and durft not prefent themfelues, nor 
fight with them, haue not abandoned their Fort bceing in the open 
field? It is ccicainc that in times part, they had alwayesCamped 
onely at the bottome or foote of Mouotaines againft the Enemies : 

But now being in a faire Plainc, and in the openeft place of all Italy 
befieging a ftrong Towne, they were aflailed by them of all fides, a* 
gainft whom they dutft not once thinke or iramagine to make head, 
being fo much difheartned. And although the Carthaginians preuailed 
continually fighting,yet they wqre no kfTc annoyed by the vanquished j 

P o 3 Finally, 








Finally, I hold this to be the caufe, that they confider the Enterprise 
one of another: That is to fay , that the Troupes of Hanwha Is Horfe- 
raen, purchafedtheVi&ory to the Carthaginians , and a defeate to 
the Rowans : Wherefore the vanquifhed made fuddaina Tallies after 
the fight. They alfo lodg’d theit Troupes in fuch a place, as the Horfe* 
men could not annoy them. The cafe falling out thus neere vnto Capo- 
ua , was common td them both. The Romans in trueth durft not come 
foorth to fight, beeing terrified with the Enemies horfe. They kept 
themfdues within their Fore, knowing well that the Cauallery vanqui- 
fiiing them in fight,they could not annoy them. ** 

Th e Carthaginians I ike wife could n«t with reafbn ftay long \yjth 
fo great a number of Horfes: For that the Romans had for that caufe 
wafted the whole Countrey : Neither -could they giue order to haue 
Hay and Barley brought on Horfe-backc fo great a way vnto their Ca¬ 
uallery and ^umpters : Neither durft the Carthaginians bdiege the fi¬ 
ne my without Horfe, being fortified with Ditches and Pallifadocs: A- 
gainft the which in fighting without Winges vppon an equall danger, 
they fiiould hazard an vneertaine Fortune. They feared likewife that 
theSubicdts, would ioyne with them and fuccour them, and 
that cutting of their neceflary Vi&ualls, they would draw him into B 
great diftreffe. 

A wife Conu- Hanntbal confidering thefe things , hauing opinion that they could 
ration of not th c fi C g C ^iretfly , he takes another aduice. Finally,he makes 

Ham ’ his reckoning, that if in dealing away fuddainly, he fhould (hew him- 

ftlfe about Rome , he might do fomething that might be profitable for 
the Carthaginians affaires, the inhabitants beeing amazed with fuch a 
new accident : Or if that did not fucccede 9 hee fhould force dppius 
Army torailetheflegetoiuccour and fupply their Countrey, orclfe 
foorth vvith diuide thcmfclucs, fo as they which fiiould fuccour the 
Country, and they which remained at the Gegc would be eafie to van- r 
quiih. Confidering thefe things, hee Cent a certaine Lyhian meflenger ^ 
to Capon* , perfwading him to retire to the Romans , and fo into the 
Citty, prouiding wifely by this meanes, that his Letters might bee 
fafely carried. He feared much, that the copoyans feeing his depar¬ 
ture would yeilde, following the Romans party, as deftitute of hope. 
For this caufe hee acquaints them with his intention by Letters, for 
the which he fends the Lyhian , after the departure of his Army, to 
the end that knowing his refolution and diflodging, they fiiould main- 
taine the fiegc couragioufly. 

. When as they which befieged Capoaa , had intreated the people of n 
flow* for afliftanee, that Hannibal held them befieged, they were all ^ 
in great doubt and feare, for that the prefent Affaires required a finall 
end, and therefore they fought by frequent Embaflies and attempts to 
affift that party concerning the Generali. The Gapottans on the other 
fide (after they had receiued the Letters by the Lybian 3 and knowne 
th* Carthaginians aduice) hold good again ft the Enemy, refoluing to 
aduenture and trie their Fortune.

prilcd all thofe that were ftragling in the Fields, with a great number of n 
the Rheginoit at his comming. In my opinion we ought with reafonto 
obferueat that time the vertue and enuy of the Romans and the Cartba - 
ginians in the condu<5t of the Warre. 

Forasallthe World wonders at ’Epaminundas, Generali of the The- 
beins in this, that when he was come with the Allies of the Warre to 
T(get ,and was aduertiied that the Lacedemonians were with their league 
at CMantincdy affcmbling there to giuc Battaile to the 7he buns , hee 
gaue order to his Troupes to feede prefently : By this meanes hce cau- 
k tnb^Epmi Arin y to marchintheEuening,asit were to recouer fome con- 

iwdti* uenient places to pucthem inBattaile. When he had drawne many in= > 

to this conccitc, hee pates toaflailethe City of Lactdemon. Where 
entring about three hourcs in the Night, contrary to all hope, and fin¬ 
ding it naked and deftitute of helpe, he teoke it, and kept it on that fide 
which was paued to the Riuer. As this difafter happened with a greae 
alteration, and that a certaine Fugitiue flying to Mantinea^ had aduerti- 
fed King Agefilam of that which happened; and that they of the league 
made hafte to fuccour Lactdemon , hee was cut of hope to bee able to 
keepe it. But when he had fed neare vnto the Riuer of Erota , and had 
drawne his Army together, after that he had fuffered many mifcrics 
and dangers, he returnes to Ma»tinea i taking the fame way, with hope ^ 
to finde it deftitue and vnfurnifhcd of Lacedemonians and their league,as 
being gone to fuccour Lacedemon : the which fucceeded accordingly. 
Wherefore giuing courage to the Thebeins , and marching in the 
Night with great labour and toile, hce arriued by noone at iJWanti- 
nea , being deftitute and void of fuccours. It is true that the Atheni¬ 
ans who at thattime held the party ofthe Lacedemonians , againft the 
Tbebeins , were come to their fuccours. When the foreward of the 
Thebeins arriued at the Temple of Poffidenft&n ding feuen Furlongs from 
theTownc, it happened as a thing fore*caft, that at the fame inftant 
the Athenians (hewed themfelues vpon a Hill neare to Mantinea , who D 
beingdifeouered by them which remained in theTowne, they went 
to the Walles, taking courage to repulfe the Thebans attempts. Hi-

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In regard of thofe things which concerne not power, they might 
leaue them with the enuy in thofe places where they were before, and 
make their Countrey of better fame, in beautifying it with honefty and 
magnanimity, not with Images and figures. I hold this Difcourle for 
thofe which Potentates alwaies vfurpe,to the end that in facking Cities 
they may not conceiue that the milcnes of other men,are the glory and 
beautifying of their Countrey. Finally,it is neceflary that the accidents 
which happen in the Art of Warre,bee diligently confidered of. It 
may happen they (hall duly foresee euery thing, if any one doth exe- ^ 
cute fpeedily that which is propounded. 

If any man will know that executions done openly with violence, 
are oflefleconiequence then a&ions of policy andtime, heexnay eafily 
iudge by the actions paft. It would be no difficult thing to vnderftand 

by rhe clients, that in matters which arc done by time, there are more 

found executed t hrough errours then by reafon. For no man doubts 
that many faults are committed through the ignorance and dulneffe of 
Commanders. Wherefore we muft confider the reafon of this kinde. 

It is not fit to hold for good feruicethe accidents which without fore- 
fight happen in the profeflion of Warrc, but rather for euents and ca- 
fuall accidents : and wee muft leaue them, for that they are not gouer- B 


fuall accidents : and wee muft leaue them, for that they are not gouer- B 
ned by reafon ^ whereas thofe fliould be apparent which are done with 
a fetled refolucion whereof we now fpeakc. But for that euery a&ion 
harhtime,fpace,anda determinate place, and hath ncedcof fecrefic, 
and of confident refolutions: and that it doth import by whom, with 
whom, and by what meanes they fhali execute them : it is apparent 
that he which (hall duly confider euery one of thefe things apart, fhall 
not ftray from reafon : if he omits any one of them, he fball be defrau¬ 
ded of his whole refolunon. Nature in truth makes one of all the parts, 
and euery one of them (although vulgar) jfufficethto caufea difallerof 
aduicc if it be forgotten: Finally all the parts doe fcarce faffice, al- q 
though they be imployed to bring any worketo a good end# Where¬ 
fore Commanders fhould not omit any thing of this kinde. 

Silence is the chiefc of thofe things which we haue fpoken of: to the 
end that through ioy if any vnexpe&ed hope prefents it felfe, or fbr 
feare and amazement,they do not through familiarity or friendfhip,c5- 
municate their enterprize to any ftranger, but only to thofe without 
whom they cannot execute their refolutionsmor yet to them,but fo far 
forth as neceflity (hall force them. He muft be fecret not oncly in words 
but alfo in his affedtions. For it happens to many to difeouer by fignes, 
and fometime by their addons, their refolutions which the tongue hath ^ 
kept filent. Secondly, it is neceflary not to be ignorant of the wayes 
both by day and night, and the meanes to pafle them as well by Sea 
as Land. The third point, and the moft exquifite, is to know the op¬ 
portunity of times by the circumftances, and to be able to coniedlure 

it with iudgement. He muft make no little efteeme of the manner how 
to execute it. For many times thereby things which feeme impoflible, 
proue pofHble, and thofe which vfually haue beenc poflible, are made

ncy diftant from the City of the Ctncuins. Studying then whether 
he (hould refolue to giue Battaile vnto the Enemy, if it were againft 
ell their forces, he mould be in danger to be defeated, as well in re¬ 
gard of that which had befalne his Prcdcceflors, as for that their Ar¬ 
mies wcjrcgrcat. If likewife he laboured to fight with the one, it 
wa? to be feared that in tying the Battaile, the other Armies would B 
come, and by this meanes hee (hould be indofed, falling into the like 
Dilaft er s, whercunto his Vecle Cam and his Father Publius had 
beene fubie^,!. 

r Wherefore leauingthiiaduice, when he vnderftood that Cart hags 
was a great eafe vnto the Enemies, and would be a great annoyance to 

him in this Warre, he confidered of euery thing, wintring among the 
jpilatts . .When he was aduertifedin the beginning that it had Ports 
which might containeall the Sea-army of Sprint : hauing likewife a 
Maritine fcituation, fpacious and commodious for the Cartbaginians t 
for theNauigatton which comes from Lybia: and likewife for that the r 
Treafure and Baggage for the Army, with all the hoftages of Spainty ^ 
ware kept there: adding thereunto the great aduantage, for that the Fort 
bad notabpue a thoufand Souldicrs in Garrifon, for that thty neuer fuf 
pedfed that any man would prefiime to befiege it, the Carthaginians be* 
ing in a manner Maiftersof all Spaint : and chat finally the reft of the 
people are in great number, yet they were Artizans, Moth annickcs 
and Fi&ermen, who had np great experience in the Warre: He imagi¬ 
ned that tils comming to this City would be vnexpedfed with amaze¬ 
ment. He was not ignorant of the fcituation of the Towne, nor of its 

fortification, nor likewife of the difpofition of the Poole: which things n 
he had learned from Fiftiermeo which had frequented the place: This ^ 
Poole was generally muddy, and yet wadeable for the moft part: 
add wit hall the water retired daily about Sun-fetting. Wherefore 
concluding that if he preuailed in his Enterprize, he fhould notone- 
ly annoy the Enemy, but it would bee a great benefit for the Warre: 
And if his aduice and councell fucceeded well, hee might preferue 
his Subie&s as Maifter ofthe Sea, if he might once for tine and ftreng- 
theohis Army.

The third is called Cront. In regard of the Lake ioyning to the Sea: it

This was the Situation of thofe places,the Romani Campe was forti¬ 
fied in Front, without any prouifion as well by the Lake, as Sea on ci- . 
ther fide. In regard of the fpace which ioynes the City to the firme A 
Land, he did not fortifie it, for that it was in the midfi of his Campe: 
to the end he might amaze the Citizens, and make vfe of it for Skir- 
miflies, and to Ally forth and retire to his Campe. The Wallcs in the 
beginning had not aboue twenty Furlongs : Although that many haue 
giuen it forty: which is not true. Wee fpake not by ncare-fay, but vp- 
on a certainc knowledge, for that we haue feene the places: and at this 
day they containe no more. 

Seipio hauing drawne his Army together with that at Sea , began to 
make remonftrances vnto them, without vfing any othef arguments and 
reafons, then fimply to propound the things whereof wee haue partly B 
fpokeri, and (hewing them that this attempt was feazable: and in rela¬ 
ting in particular things done by prowefle, he extenuated that of his af¬ 
faires. Finally,he promifed Crowncs of Gold to thofe which fhould 
firft afeend the Wall : and the accufiomed rewards to others which 
fhould carry themfelues openly like braue and valiant men. And in the 
meane time he affirmes that Neptune had appeared vnto him in fleepe, 
and had (he wcdfpm this kind of attempt to aflaile the City: And con- 
fequently promifed, that during the aflault, he would worke fo apparent¬ 
ly , as the efficacy of his Succours fhould be manifefi to the whole Ar¬ 
my.

The King is very careful! to re- 
flrainc the fury of his Souldierspurfuingthe Enemy, caufing a re B 
treatetobe founded, defiring they (hould enter into Byrcania. vnited 
and in good order. This kinde of march being ordained according 
to his will, hec comes to the City of Tambrace^ deflitute of Walles, 
yet hauing a royall and large Pallacc: where hce campt and befieged 
it. Bnc when as many, as well Souldiers as of the Countrey had re¬ 
tired to the City of Syringe , (it was not farre from Tambrace , and 
was as it were the Capital! of Hyrcania , as well for its fortification 
as for its wealth) heerelolucdtoruincitbyforce. 

Matching therefore with his power, and planting his Campe a- 
bout it, he befieged the Citie. The greatefl part of his worke was to q 
make platformes in the fafhion of aTortoife. The Ditches were 
triple, being about feuen Fathome and a halfe broad, and foure deepe. 
Vpon either banke there was a double Pajlifadoe with a ftrong out- 
wall. There were continuall Sfcirmifbes whiled they wrought: from 
whence they carried from either fide men flaine and hurt : for that 
they fought very valiantly, not onely vpoo the ground, but alfo vn- 
der it in the Mines. But by rcafon of the multitude of Py oners and 
the Kings diligence, it happened that the Ditches were fuddainly 
fill’d vp, and the Walles fell being (token with the Mines. This 
done, the Barbarians being confounded, and much terrified and a-j^ 
mazed with feare,they kill the Grecians which were in the City, 
and taking their rfeheft ftufferetire by Night. The King feeing this, 
fends Hyfarbafe with the Mercenaries : with whom the Barbarians 
fighting, and in the end abandoning the Baggage, retire againe ini 
to the City. But when the Targeteers preft them valiantly, not able

Bdecon , a powerful! Prince for a voluntary afliftance: who n 

fuddainly after the taking of Carthage, and his Wife and Children redu¬ 
ced vnder the power of Publius , considering the alteration of the ty*- 
nurds towards him, he rcfolued in the beginning to be the Authour, 
beleeuing confidently that by this meanes he might recouer his Wife 
and Children, and that hee Should feetne to ioyne vnto the Romans 
willingly, and not through neceflity: The which fucceeded according¬ 
ly. For when the Army had beene newly fent to winter , he came to 
Tarracona accompanied with his Friends. 

Being admitted to the fpeech of Publius p he fayd,that he Was won¬ 
derfully bound vnto the Gods, that before all the Princes and Potcft* 
tates of the Countrey, he had retired himfelfc vnto him : and that ofC 
the reft, fome fent and depended on the Carthaginians , and in the 
meane time they fued vnto the Romans with ioyned hands: and that for 

his part he was comenotonely to yeeld himfelfebut alfo his Friends. 
Wherefore if he receiued him into his Friendship and alliance, he was* 
confident that he ftiould be able,not onely for the prefent,but alfo for 
the future to doe him great feruice. For as foonc as th c Spaniards ftiould 
fee him admitted to his Friendfliip, and to haue obtained his demands; 
they will likewife come all to recouer their Friends, and to purchafe 
the alliance of the Romans : and that for the future they would imploy 
themfelues with emulation in his other affaires, if their hearts were^ 
once pofleft with this honour and humanity. He required to haue his 
Wife and Children, and that being admitted into Friendfhip, he might 
returne to his houfe, where hauing found fome good occasion, hee 
mU;htftiew his affe<5Hon, and that of his Friends towards him and the 
Reman Comnaon-weale. This Speech being ended. Bdecon was fllent. 
As Publius had long expe&ed this, and confidered of Bdecons reafons, 
he deliuered him his Wife and Children, granting the alliance, More-

There are many and diuers examples which deferue credite • but the 
moft excellent is that which happens in the Arte of reading. If any g 
one 2nftru&sa man without Experience, and not accuftomed to read, 
although hee be induftrious, and that finally hce produceth an infant 
bred vp to it, and that a Booke being eiuen him hee appoints him to 
read the Contents, it is manifeft that tne other will not belieue, that 
hee can know firft how hee may by the looking of it read euery letter, 
know their powers, and how they ought to be ioyned 5 forth at either of 
the faid things require much time. Wherefore when he hath not attain 
ned this Art, and fees this little Boy continue with one breath fiue or 
fixe lines, he would ncuer eafily beleeue, but that hee hath formerly 
read the Booke. And if moreouer he hath a good pronunciation, and 
obferues the points, afpirations, and paufes, he will not be perfwaded q 
and beleeue bo more,* 

Wherefore wee muft not difdaine tiny thing that is profitable, in 
regard of the euident difficulty : But we muft apply our felues to that 
which makes all good things coroprchenfiblc to men, and namely in 
thofe wherein moft commonly the fupreame fafetie doth confift. Wee 
haue vndertakento fpeakc thefe things, according vnto that which we 
hade promifed in the beginning. For wee haue faid that all Specula¬ 
tions haue fo preuailed with vs , as for the moft part they are raetho- 
dicall Sciences. Wherefore ic is a very profitable portion of a well

eucry good Fortune : And who moreoucr care not for mifchanccs,not 
confider of the meanes, nor that which they are to doe in euery aftion 
andeuent : For that this other is in their hands, and this requires a 
great preparation. Ahd therefore many hauing beene vanquifbedj 
carry themfclues poorcly by their bafcne0cand inconfideratioris Al¬ 
though that the Souldiers haue many times fought valiantly, and with q 

good direction .♦ And haue by this meanes difhonoured their precedent 
a&ions , making the reft of their Liucs infamous. It is an eafie thing 
for him that will know how many Commaunders faile, and are fru¬ 


strated 


and- that there is much difference betwixt man afld 


man. Precedent times haue affoorded many examples in thefe things. 

In regard of Afdrubal he was no leffe prouident in dangers, then for his 
fafety, whileft he had any hope conformable to reafon, to be able to 

do any thing worthy of his Predeccffours. But when as Fortune had 
depriued him of all hope for the future, and had concluded him to his 
laft end : omitting nothing for the Victory, nor that which concerned ^ 
the preparation and danger, hee carried himfeife like a man of proui- 
dcnce: And although that all was indangcr,yet hee obeyed the prefent 
time,neither did he fuffer any thing vnworthy of his Predeceffors. Be - 

hold the reafon which I haue dcliuered concerning thofc which apply 
themfclues tothemannaging of Warrc : to the ende that vndertaking 
dangers raflily*they draw not them into defpaire which are vnder their 
Charge, nor by defire of an infamous life,they make their deaths difho* 

norablc and blame worthy.

Finally, Philip carries 
the Name, and is made the colour of this Warre : although hee fuffers 
nothing that is grieuous: But as he hath many Allies in Merea , as the 

Beocians, Negrepontins , Rhodeses , Locrims , Thejjaliens and Epirotes , you 

haue concluded againft them vnder conditions, that the bodies and " 
moueable goods fiioufd belong to the Remans , and the Cities and 
Countries to the Etoliens .

And when as they had ioyned together and 
had fought long like braue men, the danger was equal!, fo as the reft 
of the Armies, expecting the iflue of the Battaile,could not fight there 

for that many times both the one and the other in fighting, exceeded 

their firft fhtion. Yet the Tyrants fouldiers had for a rime the better 
confidering their multitude and dexterity, with their Armes and Ex¬ 
perience. The which did not happen without caufe. For as the mul- 
A cituc k in Comminalties, is more cheerefull in Combats in Warrc then 

the Subieds which are Enemies to Tyrants , fo ftrange Souldiers ta¬ 
king pay of Monarches, excell thofe of Common-weales. And as 
fome Subieds fight for liberty, and fome are in danger of feruitude, 
/orae alfo of the Mercenaries fight for a certaine profit, others for the 
defence of their Liues. But a popular power puts not her liberty into 
the hands of Mercenaries, after they haue defeated their Enemies a 
Whereas a Tyrant the greater Enterprize he makes, the more fouldiers 

he hath need off. For as he doth more outrages, fo he hath more wat¬ 
chers oucr his life. 

The fafety then of Monarches confifts in the good 9ffe<2ion and 
B forces of his forreine Souldiers, Wherefore then it hapned that the 

forreine Souldiers fought with fuch great Courage and Rcfolution, as 1 

the Sciauewans and Heracites being in front of them could not indure 
their Charge: Hying all as repuls’dtowards Mamma , feauen Furlongs 
diftant. Then that which fome men held in doubt was made plaine 
and certaine. It Is raanifeft that many iflions in Warre breed Experi, 
encc of things, fo do they ignorance. It is a great matter for him 
that hath purchafed Authority in the beginning, to extend it farther: 
But it is a farre greater matter to fixe vpon him whofe firft attempts 
^ haue not beetle fucceflefull: and to conftder the indifcrction ofthe vn- 
C fortunate, and to obferue their faults. 

You (hall oftentimes fee that they which feemc to haue the better: 
are within a fhort fpacc fru ft rated of all in generall : And againe, they 

which at the firft were bcateh, haue by their induftry reftored all: the 
which appeared then betwixt theft two Princes. For when the bands 
of Souldiers which the \~Acheiu$ had wauered, and that the left wing 
was broken, CMackanides leauing his good Fortune and the Victory 
of thofeof the Wing, and to aflaile the others in Fronr, and finally 
to attend the Viftory, he did nothing of all this, but fcattred with 
j. the Mercenaries, without order like a young man, he purfued the 
Chafe, as if feare had not beeneable to purfuc thofe which fled vnto 
the Gates. The Chiefs of thecas ichtins imployed all his power to 
ftay the Mercenaries with cries and perfwafions, calling to the reft of 
their Gommaunders. But when he faw them forcibly repuls’d, he was 
not amazed if they turned head, or delpairing, abandoned the place, 
but he with-drew the Wing which charged and purfued them. And 
when the place where the danger was, was abandoned 5 he fent pre- 

Icntly to the firft Legionaries, that they fliould couer thcmfelues with 

their 















their Targets j and in keeping order he went fpeedily before. Being 

come fuddainly to the place abandoned, hcc defeated the purfuers, 
hauing great aduantage vpon the Enemies battailion. Hcc likewife 
perfwaded the Legionaries to haue a good Courage and refolution,and 
not to budge, vntill hee gaue them order to march dole in Battaile a- 
gainft the Enemy. And as for Polybius the M egalopoltt aine , hauing 
gathered together the remainder of the Sc lawmans which had turned 
Head, with the armed men and the Strangers, he enioynes him to 

haup a great care to keepe the Battailion in good order, and tolooke 

to thofe which were retired from the Chafe. The Lacedemonians A 

likewife refuming Courage and ftrength, for that they were efteemed 

the mod valiant, charged the Enemies with their Iauelings without 
Coramaund. 


And as in this pui fuite they were come vnto the brinkc of the 
Ditch, and had no more time to returne, fqr that they were in the 
Enemies hands, and that finally they forfooke and difdained the Ditch, 
for that it had many defeents, and was drie and without Trees, they 
ranne into it without any difcrction. As this occafion offers it felfe 
againft the Enemy, tbjlopomtn hauing fore* feene it long before, he 
then Coramaunded all the Legionaries to aduance with their Iaue- B 
lings. And when as all the kA chtins with one relblucion had cafl 
themfelues vpon the Enemies with horrible cries, hauing formerly 
broken the battalion of the Lacedemonians, defending into the 
Ditch, they turne Head with great Courage againft the Enemy which 
held the higher ground. It is true, that a great part was defeated af- 
well by the v- Aeheins as their owne men. That which I haue fpokco 
happens not by chance, but by the prouidence of the Commaunder, 
who had fuddainly made this Ditch. Pbilopomen fled not from the 

Battaile as fome bad concerned : But confidering and aduifing dilll- 
gentlylikea good Commaunder of all things in particular, that if C 
Machanides fhould lead his Army thither, it would happen that by ig¬ 
norance of the Ditch. he would fall mto danger with his Battalion, 
as it fucceedcd in Effe<S. And if confidering the difficulty of the 
Ditch, hee fhould feeme to fearc and turne Head, hee fhould then 
be wonderfully fruftrated of his Enterprise and Defigne , for chat hee 
fhould haue the Vi&ory without fight, Machanides beeing defeated 
by a vnfortunate difafter. It had happened to many which had vnder- 
taken a Battaile, that finding themfelues inefficient to ioyne with the 
Enemy, fome in regard of the difaduanfage of places, others for 
the multitude, and fome for other caufcs, and by this fame meanes D 
(hewing and exprefling themfelues in their flight to bee of little Experi¬ 
ence , fome hoping to be ftronger vpon the Rearc, and others that 

they might efcape the Enemy fafely. Among the which were thefe 
Commaunders. 

But Pbilopomen was not deceiued in his fore-fight: by whofcen- 

dcSuour it happened, that the Lacedemonians made a fpcedy flighr. 
And when hee faw his Legions to vanquifh, hee laboured to bring 
that vnto an ende which remained of an abfolutc Vitfory. Which 
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was, that Machanides fhould not efcape, and therefore knew- 
ing him to be

this caufe turning head he repaft them againe, putting the great Batta¬ 
lion in Front, then the Horfe-men, and after all the reft of rhe bag¬ 
gage of the Army. 

And when he came afterwards into the plaine, that all the baggage 
being packt vp, hee commaunded that being mingled with the Batta¬ 
lion , they (hould make their rankes, containing firft about two and 
.^thirtie in number, then of fixteene, and of eight necre the Enemy.

But whefthee faw the Mutinyof the 
Inhabitants among themfelues, hee fled, accompanied with thofe The flight c* 
which had dcapea with him , fearing the commingof Seipio* Hec A f drubaL 
had fiue hundred Horfc, and about twO’thoufand Foote. The Inha¬ 
bitants being agreed, yeeldcd themfelues to the Rowans. Whom Set- 
^pardoned, abandoning the fpbileof two Neighbour Cities to the 
Souldiers. Thefe things being thus decided , hee returned to his 
firft Campe. The Carthaginians were difeontented, that the hope 
which they had concerned in the beginning, had fucccedcd fo contra¬ 
ry. They expe&ed tohaue befieged the Rowans ( indofed with¬ 
in the Fort of Byfarthc* where they had wintred ) as well by Sea as 
Land. And when they had all their preparations ready, they were 
not onely deftitute of their Campes, fo incoafiderately deliuered to 
their Enemies, but it feemed they fhaufd all perifli with their Coun¬ 
trey : For this caufe they were amazed with great feare and faint- 
nefie of heart. 


And when as the affaires preft them to confide* prudently of t-htf 
future and eminent danger, the Senate Was mil of doubf, and of diners 

confufed thoughts : Some fayd, they muft fend to Hannibal, and call T h ccartbag*;.

But now thou baft abandoned Italy againft thy will, and that being 
in ffricke , wc haue held our Carape in the open PJaine, it is raani- 

f eft that matters are much changed. Withall (which is a great matter) * 
we arc come hither, thy Citizens being partly vanquifhed, andfu- 
ing tor a peace , we haue pad in writing the accords that were fworue, 

in the which ( befides that which thou now propoundeft) thefe Ar¬ 
ticles were comprehended : that the Carthaginian* fhouldhaue noco* 
Uered veflcls, that they fliould pay three Millions of Gold, reftore 

Articles com* thc Captiues without Ranfome, and giue hoftages. Thefe were the 
prehendedan accords which paft betvvixtvs : for the which wee artd they came to

little hope of thee. If the burthens had beene coo heauy, they might 
haue required an abatement from the people *• and if they had remit¬ 
ted any Articles of the accord, the Senate doubtletie would haue 
made no long delay. But to what end tend our words < Submit your 
fclues and yout Country to our protection , or vanquifh fighting. 
Hannibal and St ip to hauing difeour fed after this manner, being of con¬ 
trary opinions retire. 

The day following at Sunne-rifing, they put their Armies into Bac- 
taile, whereof the Carthaginians were to fight for their fafeey and for 
eyijfricfte , and the Roman* for the vniuerfall Empire. What is hee

Wherefore he intreatcd them againe, not to do any thing Bowly, 
nor by Difcourfe: And that confenting all with one voice to the^ Arti¬ 
cles of the peace , they (hould Sacrifice vnto the Gods, and pray that 
the people of Rime might confirmc them. When it feemed that hee B 
had giuen w ife aduicc, and fit for the time, it was concluded to accept 
the Accord preferibed, and to pafle it with the Romans t Wherefore 

they fuddainly fent away the fame men ip Enibafiie which had contra¬ 
dicted the Articles.'

When as Nicoftrates was gone, they were all amazed, and looking ^ 
one vpon another cxpc<5ied when he would returne. Soone after the 
mugcnihucs sffiftanrsvanifhcd one after one, and in the en dMcegarena wasabando- 
hiupicjfcnakcu. ncd. This done, he pafteth the Hall contrary to all Hope, and being 

naked dipt into a certaine Tent of the Macedonians nee re vnto the Hall. 
When by good fortune he had found the greateft there aflemblcd 5 hee 
acquaints than with his difafter, and how he had efcaped, as it were, 
by miracle. Some of them did not belieue him, others feeing him 
naked were forced to giue credite. Maragcna intreates them with 
tcares , notonely to baue a care of his fafety, but alfo of the Kings 

and their ovvne : And that their Death was manifeft, if theydidnot® 
makevfeof thcoccafion , for that all the World was inflamed with 

Hatred , and there wes not any man but was ready to put Agathocles

The Macedonians hearing this Speech were ihcenfed, and in the end 
obeying to Maragcna : They fuddainly enter into the fir ft Tents of the 
Macedonians , and then into thofe of the other Souldicrs.

But when as 
Philips VefTels began to turne head altogether, giuing able to tho'e 
which were in danger, and that the Rearecf the Rhodiem were ioy- 
ned to The op hi It feus : then they charged with great fury, encouraging 
one another with great fiiouts and Trumpets. Atid if the Maccaonians 
had not mingled their Foifts among their couered Vcflfels, the Battaile 
had beenefoonc decided : for they tooke from the Rhodtcn fhip^all ^ 
commodity in diuers forts: For that when as by cither fide the order 
was broke, they were all mingled. Wherefore they could not cafily 
enlarge themfelues, nor turne their VefTels, nor affift themfeJues with 
thofe naeanes whereof they were beft prouided, for that ihe Foifts did 
continually charge them, fometimes falling vpon the P j Uifadoe, (o as 
they could make no vfeof their Rowers, and fometimes vpon the piovfr 
and poope, to depriue them of their Py lot and Oares. And when as 
they fought in a dire<5tline, they inuented a ftratagem : tor abating the 
prowes they made their charge fruitleftc, breaking the Enemies Vef- 

(elsvnder water t To preuei)tthe which they could finde no remedy. B 
Iris true, this happens feldomc for that all auoided the encounter, for 
that the Macedonians fought valiantly hand to hand, and moft common¬ 
ly in palling they razed the Pallifadoe , making it vnprofitabK T1 en 
fiiddainly calling about, they aflailed thole that were in poope: and 
likewife giuing charge to thofe which fhcwtd themlelMesvpon the 
flankes, or which turned afide, they brake fome,and tooke,ihe Equi- 
page from others .• fo as fighting after this uaanper, they hadfunke di- 
uersofthe Enemies VefTels. 

There were three excellent Quinqueremes of the Rhodtens in dan¬ 
ger : whereof the Admiral! wag one, in the which Theophtlifcus com- 
nianded: Then that whereof w« Captaine, and the third ^ 

was goueincd by Antolice: in the which Nyce/lrates remained. It hap- 
ned that (bee gaue a charge to one of the Enemies VefTels, where fhc 
left her fpurre, fo as if funkc with the Souldicrs: And Antolices Com¬ 
pany being inuefted, for that they tooke water at the prowe, defended 
themfelues valiantly: But Antolice being wounded fell into the Sea with 
his Armes and died, the reft fighting with great courage. At what 
time Theophtlifcus comming to fuccour them with three Quinqueremcs, 
he could not faue the (hip being full of wafer. 

After that he had broken two of the Enemies VefTels, and caft the ^ 
Souldiers into the Sea, hccloft thegreateft parr of his men fighting 
refolutely, for that he was fuddainly inuefted by many fregats and co- 
nerd VefTels. It was hardly in his power to faue his Ihjp, being woun¬ 
ded in three places: for that hee had aduentured bimfelfe too boldly; 
But Philoflrates came to fuccour him, vndertaking the apparent dan¬ 
ger with great courage. But when hee was ioyoed vnto thefc Veflels, 
he rechargeth the Enemy furioufly againe: where he wasfeenevveake

Who when he bad audicnceof Philip in Abydos , he let bim vnderftand 
that the Senate admoniflied him, not to make Warre againft any Gre-

When he faw 
the AlydctnS'to the people and their fury, who (lew, burnt, and ftrangled themfelucs, 
them! iu«. their Wiues, and Children, catting them into Wells, and hanging 

(hem in their houfes, hee was amazed: And being difeontented at that 
wbieh was done', he let them know that hegauethem three dayesre- r\ 
fpitc that would hang or kill themfclues. But the i^Aby deins preuen- U 
ting him ( according to their firft refolution ) could not fuifer any one 
of thofe to liue, which were not yet bound nor tied to this kind of nc- 
ccflicy, holding themfelues in not doing it, for Tray tors towards thofe 
which had fought, and were dead for their Countrey.

Hiftoriogra! ten s which was in the hundred and nine and twentieth oUmpire, We A 

pher. muft therefore retyte how* and what time they ended their Quarrels in 

Italy , and what mcancs they had to palTc into Sicily : For this is the 
firft voyage thcycuct made out of their Territories, whereof wee muft 
fetdownc the reafonfimply and without difguifing ? to the end that by 
the fearch from one caufe to another, the beginning and confideration 
ofthe whole may not prouc doubt full. The beginning alfo muft bee a- 
grccable to the Time andSubie#s, and that it be knownetoall ; the 
which they may confider by thcmfelucs, yca>in feeking out thofe 
things which were paft. long before, and in the meane time relate the 
A&iqns fummarily : For it is certaine that the beginning being vn- B 
knowne or obfeure, its continuance cannot pci fwade, nor purebafe be- 
Iccfe : But if the Opinion of the beginning be true, then all the fubfe¬ 
quent Narration doth cafily content the Auditors care. 

Ninetec ne y.ecres after tne battell wone vpon the Riuer nAEgos , and 
(ixteenc yeeres before the Warre of Lcufira, where the Lacedemonians 
treated a peace with Antalcidts King of Per fit , when as X>mr thcold 
Dinit. held the Citty of Rhegium in Calabria befieged, after that bee had de¬ 
feated the Grecians inhabiting vpon die limifsof/M/jsuccrcvnto the Ri- 
uetoiE deports f and that the Gantes hauing wholy ruined Rome , held 
it, except the Capital I r During which time the Romans hauing made C 

an accord with them, which they found good and profitable, and had 

recoiiered their liberty contrary to their hope and expectance, and had 
in Atanner taken a beginning of their incrcafe, they declared W arre a- 
gainft their Neighbours. Asfoonc as the Latins had beene vanquifhed, 
afwcll by their prowe’lfe as bv the fortune of the Warre,they turned 
their 1 Arraes againft the Tufians * then tothe Celtes which are in Italy , 
and finally vpon the Samnites Which confine the Region ofthe Latins , 
towards the Eaftarid North. Sometime after, the Tamntines feeing 
ih6 outrage which'they had committed agamft the Romans Embafia- 
ddufs, not relying much vpon their owiie forces: they called in King D 
Pyrrhus the yeerc before the Defcent of th c Cattles into Italy * and be¬ 
fore the Rctreate of thofe which were defeated in Battcll nccte vnto 
Dtlpbos . . Then the Romans after they had vanquished, chtjT' vfiats and 
Samnttes and beaten ihe Celtes often, , began to mate Warra againft 
the reft of Italy , not as contending for another mans Lands, but as for 
their ownc, and formerly belonging vnto them, beipg now growne 
warlike by the Warres whichKhey bad hadagainft the Ctftcn nd Sam- 


nites .
